Te report of the polico magistrate at Thare- 
day Island, upon the poarlehell and beche- 
de-mer fisheries in Torres Straits, recently 
‘Inid on the tablo of the Queensland Legis: 
lative Assembly, is ns follows ;—'I havo 
tlio honour to furnish the following report 
on tho pearl shell and bechs-de-mer fisha- 
ries in ‘Torrés Straits for the year 1883, 
Thern were 206 vessels licensed during tho 
year, employing about 1,600 men, as against 
167 in 1882 ; and thirty-throo licenses were 
granted ta occupy fishing atations, Tha 
yiold of pearl sheli was 622 tons, being 207 
tons less. than Jast year. Quantity: of 
becho-de-mer exported was 118 tons, being 
an increase of 31 tons over the previous 
year. The total rovenuo for the year froth 
all sources is givon in detail ia on appendix. 
Fifty seven now boats have been added to 
the Heet during the year. “Tho decreasa in 
the yield of shell is Principally owing to 
the increased depth of water in which the 
divers are working, and to bad-weather ; 
bat the drinking habits of thd mon have 
caused sorinus loss to their employers.’ A 
statement of revenue collected at the istand 
during 1883 accompanies the report, from 
which it appears that the total receipts 
amounted to $10,412 Ils, 2d. . Of this 
amount over £9000 was on account of Ous- 
toms collections ; 206 boat liconses yiclded 
£769 5s.; 134 divors’ licenses, £67; 33 
Crown. lands licenses, £165; the balance 
being divided between stamp duty, ship- 
ping fees, and 0.P.S. collection.

fresh beef from the‘Downs of Australia, of 
which wo had a pleasant prospect only tho 
othor day. 

There is hope, however, in the futuro. 
The question of direct trade between 
India and Australia has been occupying the 
attention of both the Indiau and Australian 
Governments, Ono of the Commissioners’ 
from. Victoria to tho. Calcutta Exhibition 
dclivored a lecture on the subject in Cal- 
eutta on the 24th January. last, in the 
coursa of which he advocated tha estabish- 
ment of direct steamers between the porta 
of Australia apd India, aud the chairinn, 
Mr, Keawick, suggested that the Govern- 
montsthoro ond in India should join in aub- 
sidising such a line, which, of course, would 
bo via Singapore, Batavia, and Torres 
Straits. . 


De Macgowan, in his roport on the health 
of Wenchow in tho last issue of the Medical 
Reports of the Imperial Chinese Maritime 
Customs, gives an interesting account of the 
vausk-deer in China, and the preparation of 
tho musk which it produces for the market.

In spring its glandular 
pouch is greatly swollen and inflamed, The 
secretion. is discharged with the- urine. 
Mask-deers always resort to the same place 
forurination, covering their urine with earth. 
In euch places deposits of a superior qua- 
lity ‘are found, amounting. sometimes to 15 
catties. : 

A nativo-traveller recently gave the 
following account of the animal:—. 

Tt is in the habit of throwing itself down 
on the ground in an- exhausted state, in 
order td cool ‘itself ‘and to seek relief from 
the itching felt round ‘tho orifice of its 
glamdular pouch. This emits a very rank 
odour, and thereby attracts numerous ants, 
which: crawl |in ‘and feast. upon the highly 
flavoured: seoration. The animal. shortly 
feels relieved bythe scratching of the ants, 
closes-.the opening : by & sort of sphinoter, 
shuts-up the ants, aud makes.off, This 
operation-.is repeated day after day, at the 
expense af the unwitting ants, daring the 
life of the: buck (for uo musk is-obtained 
from the doa), until a hard,-india-rubber- 


| tike-mass is formed in the distended potol,:

This yaluable substaneo no sooner leaves 
tho hunter's hand than skilful manipulators 
adalterate, the article for wholesule dealors, 
who adulterate it for tho.trado, when it is 
found to possess about 10 por cont of 
genuine musk. Fortunato, indecd, are 
those who obtain tho drut having that do- 
greo of potency. A gonnine musk-bag may « 
be known froin tho hair internally. False 
bags are'mado of the abdominal skin ofthe 
musk-door, and stuffed with tho gonitals of 
the civot catand matters that are undistin- 


guishablo, caer, 

Dr Mcgowan adds that besides the uso 
of musk as a medicine in Chinn, it is also 
largely: consumed -in perfumery. For the 
ten yoars ending 1882, the Customs Returns 
show that the oxports of this articlo amount- 
odin value to Tis.

HONGKONG OBSER- 
VATORY. 

Dr. W. Doberck, the Government Astro- 
nomer, has kindly given us tho following 
doacription of the Observatory, which has 
now commenced operations at Kaulung :— 

It was found to bo impossible to select a 
suitable site for the new Observatory near 
the City of Victoria, as the mountains shut 
oif from view alargo section of the Southern 
sky, extonding up tv 25° of altitude. It is 
forthe same reason impossible to determine 
the direction. and velocity of the wind 
accurately noor tho town. Benides; it ia 
likely that the ferruginous rocks would de- 
vinte tho plumb-line, not to’ mention tho 
magnetic needles. ‘ 

The Observatory was thoroforo built on 
‘the peninsula of Kaulung, opposite. It 
stands on the top of Mount Elgin, a small 
hill, built up of decomposed granito, rising 
abruptly on all sides from the suirounding 
level * ground and culminating in two 
humps, distant over 300 foot from cach 
other. The top of ono of thosa is flat and 
forms, roughly speaking; a cirele of about 
.200 fect in diameter; and 110 feet ‘above 
ioan soa level. ‘Here the main building 
is situated ; about 75 fect S.W. of which 
tho stands for the moteorvlogical instru- 
monts, including the solf-recording rain- 
gauge, aco placed. It commands an un- 
obstructed view of the sky, the tops of the 
hills rising only about soven degrees above 
the horizon. The magnotic hut is crocted 
on tho othor prominence, the top of which 
was levelled, and forms a rectangle 36 feet 
by 30 feet. : 

The situation of the Observatory is rather 
secluded, It is surrounded by villas and 
summer-residences, and tha picturesque 
town, rising opposite on tho sido of the 
ateep mountain at a distance of a couple 
of miles; and the harbour, filled with the 
most bewildering mixture of _men-of-war 
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and merchant ships belonging to nearly all

tho elod ich are fixed to brick picrs 
heally covered with teak wood, Tho piors, 
which rest on coment concrote, aro carried 


with brick: Behind. this’ is a smallroom 
in which the galvanié batterics aro placed. 
Tho mean-timo clock, which is to dis- 
charge tho time-ball automatically, is 
furnished with a magnotio apparatus for 
setting it to correct timo without touching 
any part of tho clock. The time-ball will 
be dropped at Tsim-sh‘st-eui point, oppo-

Obsorvatory. It is 6 fect in diamotor. Op- 
posito the mean-timo clock ia the sideroal 
standard ‘clock, which is of the most 
fi, hed construction. It commanicates by 
w.«e with a sympathotic dial placod in tho, 
transit-room, The face of the laiter is 
black and tho hands and ‘tho figures are 
white, which. I found vory, convenient: at 
Markree Obscrvatery, but unfortrnately- 
Messrs Dent & Co., who made ail therhoro- 
logical’ apparatis, havo omitted a sccond 
every minute. Fur marking a chronograph 
such an arrangomont is most desirable, but 
it is rather awkward in observing with eyo 
The clock-room contains tlic re- 
lays and. also two mean-tino and ono 
sidereal chronomoters, 

The transit instrnmont by Throighton 
and Simms is placed in a wing room, 14 fect 
sqnareand 14feot high, next the clock-room. 
The meridian opening is ono foot wide. 
‘The transit instrumont has also a delicato 
yefel for observing zenith distances ac- 
cording to Talcott's’ mothod. The pivots 
are mado of chilled bell-metal, a material 
which I boliove was introduced to astrono= 
iieal instrument makers by Brinkley, 
whoso instruments romain serviceable up to 
this day, while tho pivots of transit iustru- 
mente of much luter date aro. corroded, 
being made of steel, —a material that should 
not be used except. whero unavoidably 
necessary, An adjustable meridian mork 
is placed on a pier 66 fect North of the 
tYansit instrument, It is obsorved through 
o lens of that focal length, which is fixod in 
the meridian opening of the transit-room. 
“Po the loft of tho entrance hall is the 
general, office and computing room, next to 
which is tho room whore tho barometers, 
aa well as the solf-recording thermograph 
and barograph, ore placed. _Bohind this 
is asmall room thatsorves as a photographic 
laboratory, very part of thoso two rooms, 
including coilings, floors and furniture, is 
painted dark red, and there-are only a fow 
panes of glass in the windows, which ara 
glazed with double red glass. ~ 

Over tho upper storey of tho building a 
turret rises 8 feet above the fiat roof, This 
holds the self-recording parts of the ano- 
mometer, which is erccted on top of it. 
‘The cups are 45 feet shove the ground. 
The rvof forms a conveniont piatforin for 
making cbservations. The sunshine re- 
corder is placed iu a groove in the coping 
stone on the parapet 34 feet above thé 
ground, Lightning conductors aro pluced 
on the two chimneys. They rise a few fect 
higher than‘the anemometer. es 

A 6no-storied. block of out buildings, con- 
taining servants’ quarters and store-rovins, 
communicates with tho main building by a 
covered passage. 

The magnetic hut is 17 fect long, 13 feet 
sbroad, and. the. roof rises 11 foot high, It 
is made of wood, painted pure white outside 
and inside.. Bamboo chips instuad of- nuils 
were used in its construction'as woll as in 
that of tho furniture. It has double doors, 
louvered and glazed, to the North aud 
South, and two windows on cither side, as 
well as two windows in the roof, whivl is 
convoniont for reading tho’ verniers,.. On 
top of massive toak-wood blocks sunk 3h 
fect in the ground and rising 4 fvot above 
the floor, are placed the dip-cirele and the 
unifilar magnetometer. © All the instru- 
ments were brought out safely, except the 
dipping needles, which appear not to have

THE WRECK OF THE AMERICAN 
SHIP. ‘RAINIER.’ 

Tax chief officer and three of the ship- 
wrecked crew of the American ship Rainier, 
sere brought on to Hongkong from Saigon 


in the British steamer Benvenue this morn- 


ing. They report that their vessel, a fino 
new ship of 1,976. tons, loft Philadelphia 
on her maiden: voyage on the 9th August 
last, ander the command of Capt. Samucl 
H. Morrison, of Bath, Maino, “She had a 
orew of 27, all told, and one of the Captain's 
daughters, ninetesn years: of age,-as also 
ou board. .Her cargo cousisted of kerosinu 
oil, insured for $80,000, and her destination 
was’ Hiogo, Japan. She as’ becalined in 
the vicinity to Norfolk Island, whers she

and six breechlonding and five muzzlo- 
lvading. guns. ‘The crow afterwards got 
into the boats and pulled to the larger 
island of Uyai, about fifteen ‘miles: off, 
whero a tent was erected with some canvas 
saved off. the ship. “Ewo: days and s half 
afterthe ship went on shoro, she broke upand 
bocame a total wreek, Abundance of water 
and cucoa nuts was found on the-island, 
the only inhabitants of which were appa- 
rantly some fifty harmless and friendly 
natives, whose sulo.ornament or dress con. 
sisted of a band of leaves.tied round their 
loins, The shipwrecked people made them- 
selves as comfortably. as possible; but it 
was soon seen that aoinething must be douo 
te relieve themselves, as there was little 
hopo of any vessel calling in thore, On 


the 10th Janwary, therefore, the chief mate 
with four semen left in the long boat to 
try and reach tho. island of “Namortk, 
They had on board a stipply of biscuits, 
preserved meat in tins and about 150 
cocoa nuts, while two cases of coal oil were 
put in the boat as ballast. Rough weather 
was oxpericnceed, and the little boat fell off 
to leeward and was thus prevented from 
gaining the desired haven, After elevon 
days’ incessant tossing about in the open 
boat, the five heart-sick and body-sick and 
weary mariners were pickud up at 5 p.m. on 
the 2ist Jan., in lat.-6°17' N. and long. 163° 
3’ E., by the Captain of the British barquo 
Cutulina, bound from Newenstle, (N.S. W.) 
for Saigon, with conls, When pickod up, 
the men weroina very oxhaustdd condition, 
and their stock of foud was well nigh done, 
there being only 20 biscuits left. The Cap- 
tain of tho Catalina treatud his guests with 
every kindness and attention ; aud for threo 
days made a gallant but inoffectual attempt 
to beat np towards the islandon which the re- 
mainder of the Remicr's crew are.. He then 
made for Saigon, where he arrived on the 
2thult. Applicatiun was made to the British 
Consul at'Suigon, Mr C.F, Tremlett, whe 
despatched a telegraui ‘to Colonel Mosby, 
U. & Consul here, informing him of the 
facts of tho ease, and who algo made 
arrangements for seming the men to Hortg- 
kong, where four of thein arrived, as befuro 
stated, this murning. One man died from 
the effects of his exposure, and those who 
arrived this morning: still suffer from tho 
BAMO Cause. 

In his note to Consui Mosby this morn- 
ing, Consul ‘Tremlott saya :—' { have noti- 
fied the Government of this Colony, ,but 
fear there are no avuiluble vessels to send 
even if they were so disposed, after such a 
lapse of timo.’ 

This forenvon, Captain MeCormik, 
the Commuuder of the American sloop-of- 
war Lssex, which was brought down here 
at the suggestion vf Consul Mosby to by 
ready to go tho assistance of the Kaieier’s 
crew, telegraphed to Adiniral’ Davis at 
Shanghai the main fucis of tho ease, and 
added that those on the island were not 
likely to Jeave, but would wait assistance, 
the three boats carrying tive cach, and that 
the matp was anxious to returu, . 

We have nut learned what reply Admiral 
Davis lias sent to this telegram.

* Hougkeny, Match th, 
Sin,—After reading His Excellency's 
speech at the opening of tho Legislative 
Council and the Report of the Chamber of 
Commerce, I should like to make one or 
two suggestions. : 

The subjects I wish to deal with are the 
proposed Cvlonial loau and the demand 
for the issuo of a larger supply of one dol- 
lar notes, One dollar notes aro un- 
doubdtedly.a great convenience hero, while 
the silver dollars, chopped and otherwise, 
‘causa loss and trouble, and ure a nuisance, 

I am not aware of the form in which the 
Hongkoug Government proposes issuing 
this loan; but why cannot they themselves 
issue a paper dollar currency’ to the 
amount of the money they required The 
Government would promise-on the note to 
-pay its amount on demand, and surely the 
credit of the Goverument here would be 
equal to that of auy local bank, and equal 
tu the amount of the proposed Juan. If 
the Government wuntod money to mest 
their nutes L imayive they would find 
little difficulty in borrowing it. It would 
be a cheap way fur the Government to raisa 
& foan, and they could. pay it off -by 
the simple method of gotting-in the notes 
and destroying thom—that is if they wished 
to pursue that-course, .

AN EXPERIMENT WITIL WACHISH. 
“O" writes to St, James's Garette as fol- 
{lows : 


Sir,—The tales that have been teld by 
Alexandra Dumas the elder, Théophilo 
Gautivor, Bayard Taylor, and othors, of the 
extraordinary narcotic properties of hachish, 
and the marvellous effects which under its 
} various forms it produces upon Orientals, led 
mo not lony ago to preparo a amall quantity 
of tho drug and te exporiment with it upon 
mysalf. : 

Tne active principle: of ‘haghish is, as 
most poople are duubrlesy aware, contained 
in. the resin of the common hemp-plant: 
Tho hemp grown in temperate ‘climates 
supplies, however, but little resin ; aud this 
little in almost entire'y devoid of narvotic 
proporties. . Knowing this, I took some 
pus to essuce myaclf that the dvicd hemp 
from which I prepared my hachish ‘came 
from India and was. of revont growth. 
Having procured my raw material, I ‘eare- 
fully picked out the fluwering tops of a 
number of fing plants, and macerated them 
in spirit; pressing out, distilling, and 
evaporating the result to the consistency of 
bird-lime. I thus obtained a viscous dark- 
green wuss, of a peculive odour and bitter 
taste. ‘This resinous extract is the found- 
ation of bang, and is known in different 
parts.of Asin 13 canop, churrus, chutsao, 
geujah, guidshi, hachish, wajum, malach, 
sjarank, and subjah, and in South Africa 
as dacha. 

I ncod not give any account of some pre- 
liminary experiments which, owing to tha 
smalincss of the dose taken, wero unsuecoas- 
ful. Suftice it to say that three, four, and 
evuu five grains of the oxtract produced no 
effecls whatevor upon me, in spite of the 
fact that Dr O'Shaughneasy, who introduced 
the drug into England, doclares that in In- 
dia natives ara often powerfully infinenced 
by a hnlf-grain dose. Late one afternoon, 
howevor, I swallowed: six grains dissolved 
in a spoonful of brandy, My pulso at the 
time was beating sieadily nt tho rate of 
sixty-two strokes a minute, and I had eaten 
nothing for five houra. Half an hour later 
I dined; and afterwards, foregoing my usval 
cup of coffee. I setiled. myself. into a com- 
furtable urui chair by the fireside and light- 
ed acigar, T was not droway, but felt lazy 
and disinclined to move; and this tendency 
was speudily increased by an agreeable sen; 
sation of warmth that pervaded my whole 
body. © A friond who was with mo informed 
ing, however, ‘that iy actual temperature 
way normal, and that my pulse was bat very 
slightly accelerated. Prosontly a curious 
torpor began to tuke possession of my ex- 
tromities. " My fect and hands sucecssively 
‘went to sleep” for a fow moments, and, 
when they awoke again, tingled as if they 
had been frost-bitten and wore rapidly ro- 
gainiug their: pormal gondition. ‘Tho fre- 
quent recurrence of tliese sensations eon- 
eentrated my attention upon myself; and 
little by little 1 fell into complote silence, 
aud lay oack in my chair. Although { did 
not logo consciousness fur tnore than’ threo 
vr four seconds at u time, consecutive 
thought now became irksome, if not impos- 
sible; and T involuntarily surrendered my- 
self to the.drearniness that now emmo over 
mo.
